B-36 next May to test how plane 
and crew stand up under ther- 
monuclear shock. 

The specially-trained crew 
members, it is said, will go into 
the experiment—the first Amer- 
ican test involving a deliverable 
hydrogen weapon—‘with full 
awareness of the hazards in- 
volved.” 

The test will be conducted at 
the Atomic Energy Commission's 


Eniwetok-Bikini proving ground | cools 


in the Pacific. 

It will be part of a test series 
expected to include detonations 
of other experimental H-bombs. 
all stemming the big hy- 
drogen “device” exploded. at 
Eniwetok in November 1952. 

The bomb to be dropped is so 
big, it is said, that it must be 
fitted into the superbomber’s 
belly “with a shoehorn.” Pre- 
sumably the big plane’s four 
bomb bays will be made into one 
for the test. Their total volume 
is 12,300 cubic feet—equivalent 
to four railroad freight cars. 

The World War I! atomic 
bombs dropped on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki were powerful 
enough to give the B-29s that 
carried them a severe thumping 
before they could get clear of 
the shock wave. 

The B-36 is much bigger and 


faster than the old B-29 and, 
has 10 engines to the B-29s.

was a firecracker by comparison — 
with the H-bomb. 


H-bomb shock waves, it is un- | 
derstood, travel much faster and 
farther than those from the | 
early model A-bombs, reaching a | 
given altitude in one-fourth the 
time.

52,500 Recent and 
Layoffs Listed. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
Recent and planned layoffs of 
employes in industry and rail- 
roads, which employ nearly 20,- 
000,000 .workers, total 52,500, an 
Associated Press survey has dis- 
closed. 

The survey showed that in ad- 
dition to nearly 18,680 employed 
by railroads, other industries 
affected were: steel, 10,935; 
farm equipment, 11,724; rubber, 
3029; textile, 1150, and miscel- 
laneous manufacturing, 6840. 

The nation’s total unemployed, 
as of November, was 1,428,000, 
an increase of only 10,000 from 
November, 1952. Of the 61,925,- 
000 workers in all gainful occu- 
patfons in November, 16,711,000 
were in manufacturing indus- 
tries and 2,956,000 in railroads. 

In a New Year’s statement, 
George Meany, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
said there is “no indication that 
the rising tide of unemployment 
will be reversed” in 1954.

However, the informant said, 
these differences of approach 
have since emerged: 

1. France believes the guaran- 
tees should be offered in a joint 
three-power declaration issued 
before the projected Big Four 
foreign ministers’ conference in 
Berlin. Its diplomats say such a 
declaration would. demonstrate 
the West’s goodwill before the 
conference begins and would 
avoid the possibility of protract- 
ed discussion at Berlin on the 
question of guarantees. 

2. The United States view is 
that the offer of guarantees 
should be presented to the Rus- 
sians during the Berlin talks on 
Germany’s future, but that no 
mention should be made of Ger- 
many specifically. Moreover, 
the Americans are firm that no 
non-aggression treaty be dis- 
cussed, much less concluded, be- 
fore the re-unification of Ger- 
many—the principal purpose of 
the Berlin meeting. 

3. Britain’s position has not 

yet been clearly stated, but there 
have been indications that it 
would, perhaps, favor a multi- 
party pact with the Russians— 
either the Big Three or, maybe, 
all the North Atlantic Treaty 
powers on one side and Russia 
on the other—to provide non- 
aggression guarantees. 
- Paris, Washington and London 
are communicating through dip- 
lomatic channels to resolve these 
varying approaches into a single 
position before the foreign min- 
isters gather at Berlin.

RESUMED DEAD 


Notices to Be Sent to 
Nearest of Kin Next 
Week — Action In- 
creases Total of War 
Dead to Nearly 30,000. 


. WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (UP) 
The Army and Air Force to- 
day wrote “presumed dead” 
across the names/of some 3650 
men missing in action in Korea. 

This raised the United States 
death toll in the Korean war 
to nearly 30,000. 

Formal announcements that 
the men have been declared 
officially dead will be sent to 
‘the next of kin by registered 
mail early ._ next week. The 
services deliberately held up 
mailing the notifications until 
after the holidays. 

The Army declared about 3400 
missing men dead and the Air 
Force about 250. All of the 
men have been missing in action 
for more than a year and search 
has yielded no information that 
would indicate they still might 
be alive. 

The Marine Corps in the last 
month has declared 300 missing 
men dead, and will announce 
the names along with other serv- 
ices early in January. The Navy, 
with only 69 men missing in 
action, is handling each case 
individually and will make no 
formal announcement when it 
transfers. the men to the offi- 
cially dead list. 

The most recent Defense De- 

ent casualty list showed 

604 men were killed in the 
Korean war. Transfer of the 
Army, Marine and Air Force 

to the dead category 
_— the death toll to about 


,550. 

Still officially listed as miss- 
ing are another 3486 men, most 
of whom eventually will be de- 
-clared dead. The men are con- 
tinued in the missing category 
either because they have been 
missing for less than a year or 
because there are grounds for 
belief that a few of them may 
still be alive but not returned 
by the Communists, 

With today’s ruling, the pay 
and allotments received by the 
families of th. 3650 “presumed 
dead” Army and Air Force men 
will automatically end. 

This is provided for under 
the missing act which 
specifies that a person shall 
be declared dead 12 months aft- 
er he was reported missing un- 
less he “may reasonably be pre- 
sumed to be living.” The near- 
est relative of the men pre- 
sumed dead will receive an ap- 
plication for six months “death 

pay. Two to three 
months later the services will 
also send the accumulated pay 
and allowances of the dead serv- 
ice men to next of kin. 

In addition, the next of kin 
will receive $10,000 in Govern- 
ment insurance, either in a 
jump sum or in monthly pay- 
ments.

Housing Starts. 

| The dollar volume of construc- 
tion work put in place during 
| November rose slightly from Oc- 
tober. The number of housing 
units started in November, at 
80,000, was down less than sea- 
'sonally from October, and com- 
‘pared with 86,000 housing starts 
‘in November, 1952. 

| Non-agricultural employment 
‘declined 400,000 from October 
to November, to approximately 
48,700,000. This was about the 
same as employment in Novem- 
ber, 1952, but was some 800,000 
less than employment at the mid- 
year peak of industrial produc- 
tion. 

Unemployment increased ap- 
proximately 300,000 from Octo- 
ber to November, reaching 1,- 
428,000, up only 10,000 from a 
year earlier.

A record St. Louis county 
budget of $3,873,208 for 1954, 
20 per cent more than the 
amount spent this year, was ap- 
proved by the County Council 
yesterday. 

Appropriations in the county's 
general revenue fund were $76,- 
494 more than had been pro- 
posed by Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews and $651,191 more 
than 1953 expenditures. 

The increase in the budget 
was made possible by the sharp 
rise in assessed valuations 
throughout the county, officials 
explained. 

. Tentative Rate. 

A tentative tax rate of 97 
cents on each $100 of valuation, 
same as for 1953, also was ap- 
proved by the council. Tax re- 
ceipts will go to various funds 
as follows: General revenue, 35 
cents; special road and bridge, 
30 cents; hospital maintenance, 
20 cents; health center main- 
tenance, 7 cents; park mainte- 
nance, 3 cents, and courthouse 
and jail sinking and interest, 2 
cents, 

Supervisor Matthews submit- 
tetd to the council recommenda- 
tions for establishment of a de- 
partment of public safety and 
tthe post of fire marshal, to cre- 
ate a central fire alarm system. 
The new department would 
co-ordinate fire-fighting activ- 
ities and functions of the Of- 
fice of Civil Defense and public 
utilities, including’water supply 
and viacing of fire hydrants. 

With the céuncil’s approval he 
named a committee to work with 
County Counselor John J. Mc- 
Atee in drafting an appropriate 
ordinance.

The estimated cut of $315,- 
000,000 in American purchases 
of British goods is based on a 
formula evovied from American 
economic slumps and recessions 
in the past. According to the 
formula, a 1 per cent drop in 
the United States’s total nation- 
al output brings a 5 percent 
drop in British exports to the 
United States. 

Economists’ Forecast. 

A poll of American economists 

meeting in Washington Monday 


forecast a 5 per cent decline in 
the United States, which would 
mean a 25 per cent cut in 
American imports of British 
goods. 


The value of these imports for 
1953 is estimated at about $1,- 
260,000,000. A 25 per cent cut 
would reduce them next year by 
$315,000,000 

This possible loss would be 
offset partly by an additional 
$100,000,000 worth of military 
equipment which Britain is ex- 
pected to supply next year un- 
der the American offshore pro- 
curement program. The United 
States ordered more than $400,- 
000,000 worth of British equip- 
ment which will be distributed 
to North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization countries. Britain 
filled less than $100,000,000 
worth in 1953 and is scheduled 
- fill $200,000,000 worth in 

54. 


However, the gap resulting 
from a 25 per cent over-all loss 
of British exports to the United 
States would still be wide and 
there was another demand by | S¢ 
business men and newspapers 
that Britain should increase its 
trade with Communist countries. 

Vigorous Action Urged. 

The Federation of British In- 
dustries—counterpart of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
turers in the United States — 
has prepared a report urging its 
members to pursue trade with 
Communist countries “vigorous- 
ly.” It said there is nothing 
wrong or unpatriotic about East- 
West trade and any feeling that 
there is “should be emphatically 
dispelled.” 


The report said that “there 
are considerable opportunities, 
especially in China, which if 
neglected by the United King- 
dom will be seized by our com- 
petitors;’ 


The Daily Mail applauded the 
federation’s views and suggested 
that the United States, in seek- 
ing new outlets to offset its 
anticipated recession, would be- 
come one of Britain’s competi- 
tors for the Chinese market. 


Noting the suspension of war-

In the circumstances it is hard

RUSSIA. SELLING 
ITS GOLD HOARD 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (UP) 
— The Soviet Union is selling 
big chunks of its gold hoard to 
pay for a hidden trade deficit, 
economic experts said today. 

The deficit apparently stems 
from a series of adverse eco- 
nomic developments and efforts 
to buy more goeds from the 
Western world. Adding to the 
deficit is the cost of conducting 
undercover Communist activities 
around the wprid. 

The experts said Russian sales 
of millions of dollars worth of 
gold during recent weeks are 


pay off international bills. The 
selling procedure is normal for 
Russia but has aroused more 
interest this year than in the 
past because the gold was sold 
on official rather than private 
markets. 
Balance of Trade. 

The Russian balance of trade 
since the end of World War II 
has appeared favorable. That 
means the Russians have tried 
to make it look as though the 
value of goods they exported 
exceeded the value of those they 
¢imported. 

Actually, the experts said, a 
number of “invisibles” have cre- 
ated a “trade deficit” for the 
Soviets. 

Officials were unable to say 
how much gold Russia has 
shipped to the West recently but 
reports from London say more 
than $100,000,000 was shipped to 
Britain last week alone. 

Authorities point to the fol- 
lowing known factors as indica- 
tions that Russians has experi- 
enced a trade deficit this year: 

Britain is buying only one- 
tenth the amount of coarse grain 
from the Soviet Union as it pur- 
chased last year. This has cut 
off an important source of for- 
eign exchange from the Rus- 
sians. 

Finland Stops Reparations. 

Finland is no longer sending 
products to the Soviet Union in 
payment of war reparations. 
This has forced Russia to buy 
these goods instead of getting 
them free.

“Our work for peace must be- 
gin within the private world of 
each one of us,” he said, “To 
build for man a world without 
fear we must be without fear. 
To build a world of justice, we 
must be just. And how can we 
fight for liberty if we are not 
free in our own minds? How 
can we ask others ta sacrifice 
if we are not ready to do so? 

“Some might consider this to 
be just another expression of 
noble principles, too far from 
the harsh realfties of political 
life properly to be made the 
theme of this New Year’s mes- 
sage. I disagree. Only in true 
surrender ‘o the interest of all 
can we reach that strength and 
independence, that unity of pur- 
pose, that equity of judgment 
which are necessary if we are 
to measure up to our duty to 
the future, as men of a genera- 
tion to whom the chance was 
given to build in time a world 
of peace.” 

He said no international or- 
ganization can impose peace on 
the world, but that the United 
Nations can lay foundations for 
a lasting peace “by unrelenting 
efforts to improve economic and 
social ._ conditions, 
strengthen the rule of law in in- 
ternational life.” 

“We know that we can fur- 
ther the cause of peace by cre- 
ating safeguards against aggres- 
sion and for peaceful solutions of 
international conflicts by nego- 
tiation,” he continued.

HAGERTY REPORTS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP) 
—Presidential Press Secretary

Interviewed on a radio pro- 
gram, NBC’s Report From the 
White House, Hagerty said the 
free world nations have grown 
stronger and increased their will 
to resist aggression, thanks part- 
ly to United States aid.

I walked extensively through a 
half dozen Soviet cities and found 
many beggars of all ages. I 
asked about them and each time 
was told they were professionals. 
Often that seemed quite possible. 
Since they were congregated 
near the few churches still in 
operation, their hats on the 


ground beside them, seeming 
quite sure that the church's laws 
of charity would work in their 
favor. 

Beggars in Every City. 
Many of the beggars are the 
halt, the blind, the infirm and 
the aged. They gather pitifully 
few kopeks from passing crowds, 
even near the churches. 

It seemed impossible to get 
any accurate information on why 
these people do this in a society 
which claims to have outlawed 
poverty. Beggars in Moscow 
often live in streets and alley- 
ways and try to find shelter at 
times in the metro (subway) sta- 
tions. Police frequently are seen 
turning them out in the small 
hours of the morning. Some live 
in cellars near or under a church, 
or in tumbledown shacks outside 
city limits. 

I found beggars in every city 
I visited. In Alma Ata, the 
snowbound capital of Kazakhstan, 
many congregated at the end of 
Kalinin street near the still-op- 
erating Russian Orthodox church. 

In Tashkent, capital of the 
Uzbek republic, some of the 
crippled beggars on Lenin street 
had home-made means of loco- 
motion such as boards on wheels. 
I counted 10 beggars one after- 
noon in a single half hour's walk 
along Pushkin street, where there 
are many new apartments of the 
swanker middle class set. I saw 
beggars in pairs, working to- 
gether. I saw one ancient, beard- 
ed man holding a little girl in 
his arms, apparently as a decoy, 
shouting for help for her. The 
child looked half starved. 

' Cluster About Cathedral. 

In Tbilisi, capital of Georgia, 
a large number of beggars con- 
gregated at a big Georgian Or- 
thodex church just off the main 
street.

Communists insist all this rep- 
resents only the remnants of 
the Czarist regime—which died 
away 36 years ago. The churches, 
too, are placed in that category. 

Russians say there are 55 
Orthodox churches in Moscow 
today. This would mean, on the 
basis of probable population, 
about one church for every 125,- 
000 persons. 


The churches invariably are 
overcrowded on church holidays. 
There are fairly large numbers 
of young people, middle-aged 
and well dressed people and 
Feven army officers at the serv- 
ices. This held true through- 
out the provinces. It is also 
true that in the main, those who 
attend the church services are 
old people and women. If there 
are children present, it is be- 
cause the women brought them. 

There are no young people 
at all to be found in what 
churches remain for sects other 
than the Russian Orthodox.

of “‘enslaved’’ nations. 

The unleashed Chiang never moved against 
China, however, and the enslavement resolution 
had to be dropped. The ‘‘dynamic’’ policy set- 
tled down into a modified continuation of what 
had gone before—namely, containment of Com- 
munist expansion, coupled with an effort to 
reduce the costs and commitments thereof. 

. > . 


Signing of the long-awaited, long-hoped-for 
truce in Korea brought a most welcome end to 
the fighting there, and enabled the Administra- 
tion, as the year ended, to prepare for a with- 
drawal of two divisions. 

In Europe, also, plans were afoot to reduce 
the American troop commitment. For 1954 the 
big question promised to be how the Adminis- 
tration could reconcile these reductions with its 
simultaneous pressure upon NATO members for 
greater military efforts both in Europe and Indo- 
china.’ Also unresolved was the issue of a major 
drive to induce French acceptance of the Euro- 
pean Army plan. 

Throughout much of 1953, Washington diplo- 
mats engaged in footwork calculated to prevent 
Winston Churchill from bringing off a Big Three 
conference of heads of states. Secretary Dulles 
urged, instead, a foreign ministers’ conference 
on Germany; now planned for early 1954, follow. 
ing the Big’ Three meeting at Bermuda. 

The President flew, directly from Bermuda to 
the U.N. to make his dramatic proposal for a 
U.N. agency to undertake peacetime atomic 
energy development without waiting for atomic 
disarmament. This was indeed a dynamic pro- 
posal, offering a new approach to a long stale- 
mated dispute. But it remained to be determined 
whether the initiative would be followed up. 

+ * . : 


One thing the first Eisenhower year made 
clear: if anybody hoped this Republican Admin- 
istration would revert to isolation, he wa’ dis- 
appointed. In essentials, the basic foreign policy 
of the Administration differed little from its 
predecessor’s. Differences in emphasis, differ- 
ences in method were inevitable; but on the basic 
issue of mobilizing a free world coalition to resist 
and defeat Soviet expansion this Administration 
carried on what had been begun. 

In its effort to reduce the cost of containing 
Communism, the Administration gambled danger- 
ously by slashing five billion dollars from the 
Air Force budget. , : 

Secretary of Defense Wilson, who had been 
brought in from the presidency of General Mo- 
tors, insisted that the goal was more defense for 
less money, but it became clear that the military 
establishment was being cut to the predetermined 
measure of a budget ceiling, rather than being 
determined by strategic needs. 

. + * 


The outcome of the gamble would depend, of 
course, upon the Soviet Union> The air buildup 
begun immediately after the invasion of Korea 
proceeded fast enough to produce a current gain 
in air strength, but the reduced and stretched- 
out long-run goals could. be valid only if the 
Soviets obligingly refrain from aggression. 

By midsummer the Administration had in- 
stalled new chiefs of staff who had begun a new 
evaluation of strategic requirements. Before they 
had announced any final findings, however, they 
were confronted with a new cutback proposal— 
to reduce manpower of the Army, Navy and 
Marines by 10 per cent. Directly related to this 
cutback was the plan to cut troop strength in 
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Korea and ultimately in Europe. And like the 
Air Force cut, it was based on a gamble that the 
Soviets would not move in the immediate future. 

No problem tested the new Administration 
more severely than its relations with Congress. 
President Eisenhower took office with what 
proved to be an inadequate conception of those 
relations. He underemphasized his political re- 
sponsibility to offer leadership to Congress, and 
tended to delegate this to others, notably the 
late Senator Taft. 


e * e 


The result was a weak Administration program 
in the first session of Congress. Hawaiian state- 
hood, social security expansion and several 
other important: Administration proposals were 
shelved. Such policies as extension of the Recip- 
rocal Trade Agreements Act were compromised 
or, in effect, put over for solution to another 
year. The White House vacillated from day to 
day, as in its attitude on public housing. 

A tendency developed to pass hot potatoes to 
commissions or study groups. On extension of 
the excess profits tax and reduction of the Air 
Force budget the Administration did stand firm 
and offer strong leadership, and in beth cases it 
won the battle. But generally the first session 
was notable for the lack of such leadership. 

As 1954 and the second session approached, a 
new attitude took over at the White House. 
Now an exhaustive series of conferences under- 
took to develop the positive program which many 
citizens had expected in 1953, The President was 
pictured as being determined to lead his own 
party, and if possible the minority as well, in 

. the enactment of a constructive program. In the 
first session, four out of five Eisenhower pro- 
posals had been adopted by Democratic votes. 


Polis indicated that the lack of a constructive 
program figured largely in the Democratic vic- 
tories at congressional by-elections late in 1953, 
and Administration leaders pleaded for action 
to avert G.O.P. defeat in 1954, 

Because Dwight Eisenhower was never the 
candidate of the G.O.P. right wing, his relations 
with Senator Joseph McCarthy and associates 
remained to be defined when he took office. 

McCarthy tried to block confirmation of 
Charles E. Bohlen, appointed by the President 
as Ambassador to Moscow. He attacked the 
Voice of America and launched a series of inves- 
tigations into various Administrative agencies, 
including the Army Signal Corps radar installa- 
tion at Fort Monmouth, N.J. 

President Eisenhower, speaking at Dartmouth 
College, delivered a spontaneous and eloquent 
denunciation of ‘‘book burning.’* The Wiscon- 
sin Senator, shrewdly edging into the Truman- 
Brownell controversy, boldly set himself up as 
the issue in next year’s elections and challenged 
the President’s G.O.P. leadership by attacking 
the Administration’s policy on trade with Com- 
munist China, and inviting the public to shower 
the White House with protests.

The President, through Secretary Dulles, re- 
plied directly and firmly, but it was clear as the 
year ended that McCarthy remained a leading 
problem for the Administration in two respects: 

(1) Will McCarthy be used by the G.O.P. in 
next year’s elections, and if so, how ean the Ad- 
ministration disassociate itself from him? 

(2) Will McCarthyism become the Adminis- 
tration’s own political technique, as so disturb- 
ingly suggested by the Truman-Brownell episode? 

With by-elections going against the Adminis- 
tration, Attorney General Brownell launched a 
McCarthy-like attack on former President Tru- 
man, charging that he knowingly appointed an 
established Communist spy to high office. Grad- 
ually Brownell took back the basic indictment, 
and changed it to a general charge of ‘‘laxity”’ 
in dealing with Communists in office: but for 
practical and political purposes he had done what 
McCarthy habitually does—exploited a spy hunt 
and the public’s proper concern over Communism 
and espionage activities, 

The President personally sought to disassociate

himself from imputations against former Presi- 
dent Truman’s loyalty, and argued that Commu- 
nists in Government would not be the issue next 
year. But whether he directed G.O.P. strategy 
along this line remained to be seen. 

From the start, President Eisenhower recruited 
his key administrators largely from the ranks of 
business executives. As many of them had been 
critics of the Federal Government, it was only 
natural that their opposition to its activities 
should continue. Early passage of the offshore 
oil bill, transferring these resources from federal 
to state control, was a symptom of the new cli- 
mate in Washington. So was a new attitude 
toward public power, public lands and forests. 

The President had pledged support of TVA 
during his campaign, but in office he called it 
‘‘ereeping Socialism,”’

Secretary of Interior McKay dropped the Gov- 
ernment’s fight to save Hell’s Canyon for a 
large, multi-purpose, publicly built dam. The 
Interior Department propounded a power sale 
policy for the Missouri basin which deeply im- 
paired the long-standing prefe: ence clause. 

The storm which followed caused suspension 
of the new policy, but public power clearly still 
was in danger, The move to sell the Federal 
Government’s Central Valley Project to the State 
of California was revived. 


This influence in Government showed up 
in another way when Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks dismissed Dr. Allen V. Astin, director of 
the Bureau of Standards, in a dispitte over bu- 
reau tests which found a certain battery additive 
worthless. Protests from the scientific commu- 
nity compelled Weeks to reinstate Astin, and an 
expert committee which he appointed upheld the 
bureau’s findings on battery additives. 


One problem which the Administration post- 
poned for future solution was that of farm policy. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson came into office 
firmly opposed to the present policy of high, 
rigid price supports. As farm income declined, 
however, he applied the law as he found it.

Meanwhile he went on making speeches in 
favor of flexible price’ supports and a new farm 
poliey in which Government aid would play a 
lesser role.. Congressional opinion appeared to 
be hardening in favor of continuing present rigid 
price supports. Where would the Administration, 
which early appointed a committee to study the 
issue, take its stand? Behind Benson, at the risk 
of creating more farm defection such as that 
which sent a Democrat to Congress from Wiscon- 
sin’s Ninth district? Or behind high price sup- 
ports, risking another Cabinet resignation? 

Secretary of Labor Martin Durkin had re- 
signed after eight months in the Cabinet. Durkin, 
an A.F.L. official, joined the Administration in 
the belief that it would support some amend- 
ment of the Taft-Hartley Act, which President 
Eisenhower had spoken for in the campaign. 


Durkin drafted a series of amendments and 
believed that he had won presidential support 
for them. Secretary Weeks and other business 
members of the Administration threw their influ- 
ence against Durkin, and when he became con- 
vinced that he had lost the battle, he. resigned. 

Quite apart from the disputed issue whether 
the President had broken his word, the incident 
embittered many labor critics of the Administra- 
tion, and estranged many of its labor friends. 

« ' * 

Thus the Eisenhower Administration closed its 
first year and faced the second, If it was to be 
a distinguished Administration, plainly it would 
have to do better in the future than in the past; 
would need stronger direction from the top, and 
a clearer grasp of political and economic reali- 
ties; would require a coherent political philoso- 
phy, a stronger dedication to the general welfare. 

As the Eisenhower Administration faced 1954, 
with congressional elections and an economic de- 
cline casting doubt over the future, it still 
commanded a large fund of popular good will, 
but still had to prove itself to the people.

Representative Curtis's advance 
announcement about the bill he 
will introduce early in the ses- 
sion is important for two rea- 
sons. One is that he is chairman 
of the House Ways and. Means 
Committee’s Social Security sub- 
committee which spent the month 
of November exploring proposals 
for revising, improving and ex- 
panding the social security sys- 
tem, and therefore represents 
authority in this field. 

The second reason is that the 
measure he outlined surprised 
some of his critics who have 
been accusing him of seeking to 
weaken, rather than to improve, 
the system. 

He proposes to retain the pres- 
ent contributory principle and 
the trust fund, and to raise mini- 
mum benefits as well as to more 
than double present coverage.

2 Weather Records Shattered ef 
Here by a Hot and Dry 1953 


Drouth Was Worst in 


116 Years of Keeping 


Tabs on Elements in Area—79 Days 


of Plus-90 Heat. 


This has been the driest year 

here-in all the 116 years of 
keeping records of such things. 
It was also the year of 79 days 
above-90 temperature, the 
most ever. 
A year’s-end accounting made 
today by Assistant Meteorolo- 
gist Arthur A. Rausch required 
his digging into the pre-Weather 
Bureau records kept from 1837 
't® 1873 by Dr. George Engel- 
mann, old St. Louis physician 
and weather enthusiast. 

The Engelmann archives show 
that only 2.43 inches of rain fell 
from December 1840 to Febru- 
ary 1841. This classic three- 
month record was relegated to 
the files by July-August-Sep- 
tember of 1953, with only 2.11 
inches. Total precipitation this 
year was 22.98 inches, or 14.88 
inches below normal. 

Those 79 above-90 days, which 
include 11 above-100 days, left 
an impression of warmth, and it 
was in fact the warmest since 
1931, averaging only .4 of a de- 
gree lower than the hottest year 
of all, 1921, which averaged 60.1 
degrees. “Thus it was the hot- 
test year in the lives of some 
people of voting age,’ Rausch

PILOTS IN TWO FATAL PLANE 
CRASHES RULED IN ERROR 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 81 (AP) 
— The Civil Aeronautics Board 
today attributed two major air 
crashes of the past year to pilot 
failure to fly over or around 
storms. 

The crashes were those of a 
non-scheduled airline’s C-46 


7, in which all 40 persons aboard 
were killed, and of a Delta Air 
Lines D-C3 near Marshall. Tex., 
May 17, survived by only one 
of the 20 occupants. 

The Delta plane, en route 
from Dallas to Atlanta with a 
scheduled stop at Shreveport, 
La., flew into an elliptical and 
“very active” thunderstorm, only 
21 miles short of Shreveport. It 
crashed six miles after entering 
the storm, and only two miles 
from its eastern, or far, edge. 

The C-46 which crashed in 
Idaho was operated by Associ- 
ated Air Transport, San Antonio, 
| Tex. It was carrying military 
Personnel from Seattle. bound 
| for Fort Jackson, S. C., with 
| the first stop scheduled at Chey- 
enne, Wyo. 


SLOT MACHINES TO LOSE 
IDAHO LEGALITY IN 1954 


BOISE, Idaho, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
Slot machines go out of Idaho 
when 1954 comes in at midnight. 

After seven years of legal op- 
eration, the machines, along with 
punchboards and similar devices, 
will become outlaws. Already 
some of the 3600 machines li- 
censed in 137 towns and vil- 
lages have been shipped to Ne- 
vada, only remaining state to 
legalize them, as some counties 
barred them out in advance of 
the state deadline. 

The state supreme court ruled 
Dec. 23 that the machines were 
lotteries, and thus prohibited by 
the state constitution. Gov. Len 
Jordan gave prosecuting attor- 
neys the green light to bar them 
immediately. However, he said 
the state would not regard their 
operation as a violation of state 
law until after today. Lecal li- 
censes expire at that time, and

Nail Problems 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 

INGERNAILS are affected by heredity, injury and vari- 
F ous diseases to form ridges and furrows across them, 

lengthwise, or as white bands. Your fingernail appear- 
ance usually-is not much help in making a diagnosis because 
the identical appearance can occur in ill or perfectly healthy 
persons. Nor is there any sure-fire way to make brittle nail 
more flexible. 

Injury to the nail can cause a deep single lengthwise 
groove. This can also be hereditary. Similarly, splitting of 
the nail lengthwise can occur from injury or from some 
little-understood defect in the nail-forming mechanism at 
the base. 


x kk * 

RIDGES OR FURROWS across the nail can occur in 
perfectly healthy people. Injury from work or during mani- 
curing or from biting the nails encourages development of 
these furrows across the nail in susceptible persons. Again, 
there seems to be some hereditary element because the 
same amount of injury to the nail will cause furrows in one 
person and not in another. The najl-forming cells under the 
shiny skin ridge at the base of the nails seem to put out 
wavy or furrowed nails for no demonstrable reason in some 
persons. 

White bands across the nail about an eighth of an inch 
wide gccur with a variety of diseases, chemical poisonings, 
and, sometimes, for no known reason. 

Poor nutrition or starvation can flatten the nails so they 
no longer show their gentle curve. 

x * 

SKIN DISEASES also affect the nails though not very 
often. For instance, ringworm fungus— called athlete’s foot 
when it affects the toes—also infects nails. Usually it starts 
with one nail and then goes to the others. There may be a 
scaling of the outer end of the nail and later on it looks 
heaped up and white. Fingernails can be almost entirely 
destroyed by ringworm, although this isn’t the usual case. 
Your doctor can diagnose this difficulty by taking a bit of 
the nail and studying it under the microscope. 

Toenails of older people tend to thicken and grow 
unevenly, This is especially likely when blood supply to 

feet lessens, as it may with the artery diseases of aging. 
However, thick unsightly toenails need not mean artery 
disease nor defective circulation. They can arise from shoe

Even a Noted French Chef Praised It, but It Has to Be Cooked Right

NOTED French chef, one 

Emile Aymoz, once stated 

openly and publicly that the 
United States produces one of 
the best meat dishes in the 
world, namely, “that succulent 
and nutritive dish, the American 
hamburger.” 


That’s quite a tribute, coming 
from a French chef, but let's 
face it, the hamburger deserves 
it. Since it was invented some 
50 years ago in St. Louis by a 
man named Harry Kritikos, it 
has become an American insti- 
tution. 


Of course it’s had its ups and 
downs during the years, and it 
has been subjected to a lot of 
indignities, especially by the 
women folk, who fail to appre- 
ciate its subtle qualities and 
mess it up with things like may- 
onnaise and other odds and ends 
which should never be in a self- 
respecting hamburger. 

If you've ever watched a fem- 
inine stove jockey in a ham- 
burger joint, or even at home 
for that matter, you know what 
indignities women can visit on 
a poor hamburger. They mash 
it so flat the juices run out, and 
they fry it until it's good and 
brittle. Then they try to rectify 
what they have done by dousing 
the hamburger with salad dress- 
ing and lettuce. Heaven forfend! 


A man who wants to make 
himself a good hamburger, one 
of the kind M. Aymoz must have 
tasted while in this country, will 
get himself first a couple ‘of 
pounds of lean steak ground up 
with a little beef fat. Distribute 
this around on a bread board 
and moisten it with a little 
cream and milk. Season it with 
salt and pepper. Then let it 
stand for an hour or so. 


Now, form the meat cakes the 
size of your buns, and leave 
them an inch or so thick. Don’t 
try to mash them down until 
they’re so thin you can see 
through them. Broil or fry them 
until they’re done, but don’t go 
sticking forks into them. When

veal and round steak and run it 
through a grinder with a little 
suet. Put it in a bowl, moisten 
it with a little cream, and add 
four chopped up canned toma- 
toes, well drained. Then add a 
little mace, a pinch of ground 
ginger, and salt and pepper. 

Mix this well with a big spoon 
and let it stand for a while. 
Make it into cakes, as above, 
roll them lightly in flour and 
put them under the broiler in 
a big iron pan. 

Some people like their onions 
in the meat, some like them on 
the side. Some of those who like 
them on the side like them sau- 
ted first, others like them raw. 
Suit yourself. But if you mix

you cook it, be sure to saute 
them a little first.

NE of the cousins of the 

hamburger is the meat ball. 

In fact, there is a theory 
that the first hamburger was a 
meat ball mashed flat and put 
in a bun. 

A good’ meat ball is a rare 
thing. Unfortunately, too many 
people think a meat ball is just 
a little round hamburger cooked 
in a tomato sauce. They may be 
cousins, but they're individuals 
and should be treated accord- 


ngly. 
Here’s a good recipe for meat 
balls: 


Rub two pounds of round 
steak with lemon or lime juice 
and run it through the grinder. 
Now add two strips of chopped 
bacon, a tablespoon of lemon 
juice and two tablespoons of 
vinegar. Pound up a piece of 
hot red pepper and a clove of 
garlic and add them along with 
a pinch of fresh thyme, two 
ag 8 poons of chopped chives 

t and pepper to taste. 

Soak a dozen slices of white 
bread in milk and then squeeze 
them dry and add them to the 
‘mixture. Now run the whole 
thing through the grinder again. 
Form it into small balls and dust 
them lightly with flour. 

Having gone this far, now's 
the time to get busy on the 
sauce. Take 10 medium, peeled 
and chopped tomatoes and put 
them in a pan with a big hunk 
of butter, a bay leaf, a half 
dozen peppercorns, a_ finely- 
chopped onion, four thin slices 
of lemon rind, two tablespoons 
of vinegar, two tablespoons of 
sugar and salt and pepper to 
taste. When all this has sim- 
mered together and become ten- 
der, mix three tablespoons of 
flour in a cup of water and add 
it, stirring until it thickens. 

Now fry the meat balls in 
deep fat, drain them on absorb- 
ent paper, put them on‘a hot 
platter and pour on the sauce. 
This will serve eight people who 
will be quite enthusiastic after 
the first meat ball.

He Took New Road to Get Out of Rut 


Martyn Green Switched From ate hee seen» = to di Role

HEN British actor Martyn 

Green paid his first visit to 

this continent in 1926, good 
highways ‘were not as prevalent 
as they are . Green recalls 
driving along a a straight paved 
road in Canada when suddenly 
the paving ended, a graveled 
stretch began, and he was con- 
fronted with a sign which read, 
“Choose your rut; you're going 
to be in it for 100 miles.” 

Green finds this story sym- 
bolic since he was in just such 
a rut, professionally speaking, 
for 25 years. He chose his rut 
and it was a pleasant, comforta- 
ble one. Ag principal comedian 
of the D’Oyly Carte Operetta 
Company of London, he re- 
ceived his share of renown in 
their Gilbert and Sullivan spe- 
cializations at the Savoy Theater 
there and on seven transconti- 
nental tours. The roles were a 
delight, the repertoires varied 
enough net to be monotonous. 
But it was still a rut. 

“And,” says Green, “after a 
while you can’t help wondering 
what the other roads may be 
‘\ like.” 

Green is taking one of ‘the 
other roads now. Since last May 
he has been portraying Mr. 
—e Tarleton, the underwear 

king in George Bernard Shaw's 
“Misalliance,” which is at the 
American Theater this . week. 
Aside from haying to rely on 
word rather than musical cues, 
he’s found the transition to a 
straight role practically pain- 
less. 

“It’s all theater,” Green, a 
clipped voiced, tweed and mono- 
cle wearer, expresses it, “and 
theater is my job, not just one 
thing in it. I suppose,” he 
smiles, “what I really wanted to 
do was prove to myself—and a 
few other people—that I could 
do other things.” 

His parting with the operetta 
company was a friendly one, 
brought on by contract disagree- 
ments. 

“And there’s nothing you can 
do about that,” he says. “Either 
they agree to meet your de- 
mands or they don’t. If they 
don't, either you agree to their 
offer or you don’t. Then one of 
you says, ‘Sorry,’ or you don’t— 
and you raise your hat and go.”

LTHOUGH he has spent the 

greater part of his theatrical 

life playing Gilbert and Sul- 
livan, Martyn Green didn't start 
out on his career with that idea 
in mind. In fact, there was a 
time when he toyed with the 
idea of becoming a dentist. His 
father was a concert performer 
and many family friends were 
people of the musical world, but 
an older brother decided both 
the boys were to become den- 
tists. The brother died early in 
life and Green often has won- 
deréd how much this altered the

event, as he was the kind of 
child who liked to play dress up.

When it 
developed that he had a_ good 
voice, he studied at the Royal 
College of Music. For awhile he 
ran the gamut of theatrical ex- 
perience, grand opera, revue, 
variety, musical comedy. Then 
someone suggested that he 
might be good at Gilbert and 
Sullivan. He talked his way into 
one of the D’Oyly Carte com- 
panies and soon was portraying 
juvenile leads. 

“Then someone seemed to 
think I might be able to get 
away with one of the comedy 
roles,” says Green who speaks 
in modest understatements. 

“I was given the role of un- 


derstudy, and one night the man 
I was understudying was taken 
sick in the middle of. ‘The Mi- 
kado’ and I finished the show.” 

This resulted in his being 
transferred to the major com- 
pany to understudy Sir Henry 
Lytton. When Sir Henry retired 
in 1934, Green stepped into his 
roles of Koko and Sir Joseph 
Porter and Major Stanley. 

During World War II, the 
D’Oyly Carte Company disband- 
ed temporarily and during that 
time Green did a variety act, 
appeared with shows for service- 
men and eventually beeame an 
instructor with the RAF, serv- 
ing in England, the Mojave des- 
ert in California, New Delhi and 
Burma. In 1946 he returned to 
Gilbert and Sullivan and re- 
mained until the parting last 
year.

ANY a mother seems to look 
M ton her son as the finest 

boy in the community and 
she wants to give him everything 
possible for his enjoyment. How- 
ever, a mother would do better 
te keep her generous inclina- 
tions under control. She must 
realize that her son is just an- 
other boy to neighbors, who may 
decide that he is a nice young- 
ster, or they may think he is a 
nuisance, according to his be- 
havior in their presence.

REEN neatly sidesteps com- 
parisons between Gilbert and 
Shaw. although he feels they 
have much in common in their 
satire and their knowledge of 
human nature.

“It’s always the one I'm going 
to play next, or the one I’m cur- 
rently playing,” he says. “If 
I’m not in a play or not about 
to do one, it’s the one I played 
last. At present, my favorite is 
Mr. John Tarleton who is really 
a delightful old boy. It is a 
grand play, and one of those 
wonderfully congenial com- 
panies.” 

-The congeniality of the com- 
pany has made being on the 
road at holiday time a little 
more bearable for Green.

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From his casual first few days’ 
view of St. Louis, Green has 
concluded that it has a “charac~ 
ter all its own,” that it’s a town 
that’s grown “higgledly, piggledy 
fashion,” with rows of lighted 
buildings and suddenly a dark 
one, which leads you to wonder 
“if it's a bank, the City Hall, or 
just someone who doesn’t care 
about doing any business.” He 
likes to visit the business areas 
of cities and was a little dis- 
tressed that the American The- 
taer was so far out—*‘or,” he 
said, “as a valet I once had used 
to put it, ‘On the extermination 
of the town.’”
